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Town may pay for 
its ‘own PCSO’ 


A COUNCIL could pay 
more than £28,000 over 
two years to have its 
“own” community police 
officer. 

Newmarket Town Council 
has agreed “in principle” to 
consider a match-funding 
scheme to support the 
additional officer, who could 
tackle issues such as anti¬ 
social behaviour and illegal 
parking. 

But former mayor Cllr Bill Burch 
said: “I’m apprehensive about how 
the taxpayers may feel as they 
already pay for the police. This is a 
big expense for our small council’s 
budget.” 

Councillors voted to give further 
consideration to the plea after 
hearing a presentation by Leigh 
Jenkins, business liaison manager 
for Suffolk police. 

He said: “Like other organ¬ 
isations, the constabulary has to 
manage its money. 

“Match-funding with key 
stakeholders (such as the council) 
is a way of making this money go 
further, as well as benefiting the 
whole community.” 

He said an additional police 
community support officer, who 
would be funded by the council, 
would not be a solution to all 
crime problems. 
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But he said the officer, whose 
powers are less than a qualified 
police constable, would be 
“another pair of ears and eyes out 
there”. 

Sgt Mark Shipton, who heads 
the Newmarket Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team, said PCSOs could 
not be switched to other duties 
anywhere in Suffolk like police 
constables. 

He said a PCSO funded by the 
town council would be dedicated 
to duties in the town. 

“We’re here to ask for something 
to be put back into the com¬ 
munity,” he told councillors. 

Mr Jenkins said the council 
would be asked to cover the 
£ J4,365 salary costs of a PCSO for a 
minimum of two years. 

The cost of training, equipment 
and other items would be met by 
the police authority. 

Cllr Richard Fletcher said he was 
“pretty incensed” when he first 
heard about the plea for funding. 

But he said the council had been 
considering appointing a “town 
warden” at a cost of more than 
£20,000 to tackle anti-social 
behaviour, graffiti, litter and other 
issues. 

“This could be a bargain if we 
could get the officer for £J4,000 
rather than £20,000,” he said.

Outline permission was pre¬ 
viously granted in 2004 to establish 
a new stable on the 1.8-acre site.

Christmas shopping 
night gets revamp 


A TOWN’S late night Christmas 
shopping event is being 
revamped this year. 

The main change to the event 
in Newmarket, on Tuesday, 
December 1, is that the High 
Street will remain open to traffic. 

For around 10 years, the High 
Street has been closed to traffic 
for the late night Christmas 
event, with charity stalls and 
fairground rides set up in the 
road. 

Now organisers from 
Newmarket Community Part¬ 
nership have decided to put the 
fairground attractions on the 
market square and the charity 
stalls in the Guineas shopping 
centre. 

Although there will be some 
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entertainment in the area of the 
High Street, the road will remain 
open to traffic. 

Sue McAllister, project officer 
for the Community Partnership 
which works with the town 
council and Forest Heath District 
Council, said the move was 
partly in response to complaints 
from shop owners who have 
objected to their frontage being 
obstructed by rides and stalls. 

She said the High Street 
closure also cost around £1,000 - 
mainly to pay for official AA 
signs warning of the closure and 
signposting the diversion route. 


“It's a lot of money to pay for 
one night,” she said. 

“We are doing everything to 
help the retailers. It’s called late 
night shopping and the retailers 
deserve the opportunity to 
maximise their involvement.” 

She said shop bosses had said 
the stalls and rides had taken the 
focus of activities in the High 
Street previously. 

“We’re trying to build it back 
into being slightly more 
traditional,” she said. 

Another change this year is a 
switch to a Tuesday - market day 
in Newmarket - after two years 
when it was held on Wednesday. 

Mrs McAllister said the change 
would avoid a clash with the 
Cambridge late shopping event. 


Crackdown on wintertime ramraiders 


A RISE in ram-raids 
during the winter 
months has led to a 
police crackdown 
across three counties.

“Experience has 
shown that when 
winter nights come, 
criminals use it as a 
chance to prey on 
stores.”

Last-ditch chance 
to save schools 


OPPONENTS of plans to 
close middle schools as 
part of a major education 
shake-up will make a last- 
ditch effort to save the 
schools when public 
meetings are held next 
week. 

An independent adjudicator 
will consider arguments for 
keeping schools in the 
Newmarket and Mildenhall 
areas in the current three-tier 
set-up rather than switching to a 
two-tier arrangement, as 
proposed by Suffolk County 
Council. 

The adjudicator, Alan Parker, 
who is appointed by the 
secretary of state, has been 
called in because county 
council elections earlier this 
year meant that decisions about 
the changes could not be made 
within time limits. 

He will conduct a public 
meeting at Newmarket College 
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between 6pm and 7.30pm on 
Thursday, October 8, to consider 
the issues relating to New¬ 
market schools. 

The previous night he will 
hold a similar meeting in the 
Mildenhall area to consider 
arguments about schools in that 
area - including Brandon, where 
there had been a campaign to 
save Breckland Middle School. 

Mr Parker is due to visit the 
schools affected by the changes 
which are due to result in the 
closure, in 2012, of five middle 
schools in the Forest Heath 
district. 

The meetings are open to the 
public. But Mr Parker has said 
the debate between the county 
council representatives and the 
objectors will “not be acceptable 
as that is not the purpose of the 
meeting.” 


He will hear arguments about 
keeping the system as it is at 
present, as well as comments on 
the possibility of existing middle 
schools becoming new schools 
for 11- to 16-year-olds. 

Aidan Walmsley, who chairs 
the governors at St Felix Middle 
School - one of two in 
Newmarket facing closure, said: 
“We have never been convinced 
by their (the county council’s) 
arguments. 

“We will give it our best shot 
and hope the adjudicator 
listens.” 

He said the school, which is 
currently in temporary 
buildings after an arson attack 
on the school a year ago, 
objected to the way the county 
council carried out consultation 
over the change. 

He said the amount of money 
being spent on the changeover 
could be spent on the existing 
set-up to improve existing 
schools. 


Drink-driver could face going to jail 


A MAN who got into his car and reversed into 
another car outside a nightclub had almost four 
times the legal alcohol limit when given a breath 
test. 

Darren Smith, 32, who has a previous 
conviction for drink-driving, was warned by 
magistrates that they could not rule out the 


possibility of a custodial sentence when the 
adjourned his case for reports until October 15. 

Smith, of Trinity Close, Bottisham, admitted an 
offence of driving with excess alcohol at 
GrosvenorYard, Newmarket. 

Smith’s breath test gave a reading of 157 
milligrams of alcohol in 100 millilitres of breath.

Complaints against 
police rise by llpc 


COMPLAINTS against 
Cambridgeshire police 
have risen by 11 per cent 
in the last year, according 
to new figures. 

A report by the Independent 
Police Complaints Com¬ 
mission (IPCC) recorded the 
increase in 2008/2009 com¬ 
pared to the previous year. 

The national average was an 
8 per cent rise. 

According to the report, 
accusations of “incivility, 
impoliteness and intolerance” 
among officers rose by 27 per 
cent in 2008/9 from the 
previous year. 

The average for forces in 
England and Wales was a 21 
per cent increase. 

And comparing 2008/9 with 
2003/4, complaints have 
rocketed by 155 per cent in 
Cambridgeshire. 

The national average was 97 
per cent. 

Accusations of neglect or 
failure in duty rose by 26 per 
cent in 2008/9 compared with 
the previous year, two points

above the average, while 
complaints that officers 
assaulted members of the 
public were up by 12 per cent - 
a point below the national 
average. 

Discriminatory behaviour 
rose by just 1 per cent, 2 per 
cent below the average for 
other forces. 

Force chiefs insist the 
general increase “trend” is due 
to improved recording of 
complaints and greater 
publicity of the ways in which 
people can make a complaint. 

The 11 per cent increase 
over the past year amounts to 
40 more cases. 

And some 89 per cent of 
complaints in 08/09 were 
unsubstantiated, putting the 
force in line with others 
nationally, but second highest 
in the group of most similar 
forces in size. 

A Cambridgeshire police 


spokesman said: “We continue 
to look at ways in which the 
service we offer the public can 
be improved and the force has 
invested a great deal in this 
work. 

“The complaints process is 
an important part of this work 
and we welcome and en¬ 
courage both good and bad 
feedback so changes can be 
made if necessary. 

“The IPCC report merits 
close consideration and we 
echo the chairman’s comments 
that it is unacceptable for 
officers to be rude to the 
public.” 

IPCC chairman Nick 
Hardwick said: “At a time when 
politicians and the police are 
debating public confidence in 
the police and how to make 
them more accountable, these 
complaint figures give a strong 
indication of what the public 
want sorted out. 

“Complaints about rude and 
late officers consistently top 
complaint categories and work 
to address this can have a 
positive impact.”

Millionaire’s 
‘vision’ for 
town centre 
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A MILLIONAIRE racehorse 
owner and property developer 
has put forward a “vision” for 
boosting Newmarket town 
centre. 

Bill Gredley’s Unex property group 
has produced a brochure and detailed 
map showing how the town centre 
could be improved. 

One of the most radical suggestions 
is to make the High Street almost 
traffic-free with vehicles diverted onto 
adjoining roads including Rowley 
Drive and Fred Archer Way. 

It also suggests building a new road 
link across The Severals green joining 
Bury Road to Fred Archer Way at its 
junction with Fordham Road. 

The study, carried out by Mr 
Gredley’s Unex Group, based at Stetch- 
worth, suggests that some of the 
proposals could be easily adopted by 
Forest Heath District Council in its 
local development framework and 
conservation area appraisal. 

It suggests that guidelines should be 
issued for shop-front designs in the 
High Street to improve the area. 

“The council should use this brief 
study to stimulate a wider debate,” he 
said. 

The study says that the part- 
pedestrianisation of the High Street 
would allow market stalls to be sited 
along the street together with street 
cafes to “create an exciting and vibrant 
place.” 

It suggests new “gateways” to 
Newmarket at the Cambridge and Bury 
St Edmunds ends of the High Street 
together with a new square in the area 
of the historic Clocktower. 

The “Town Centre Vision” has been 
circulated widely to gauge public 
support for the ideas. 

Mr Gredley said: “It has been sent to

all councillors on Forest Heath and the 
town council. 

“It’s going to the (racehorse) trainers, 
libraries, doctors’ surgeries and various 
other places. 

“It has been exceedingly well-received. 

“It’s amazing. People have said they 
have been waiting for someone to do 
something like this.” 

He said he hoped his ideas would help 
convince the district council to change its 
mind over its controversial support for 
plans to build 1,200 new homes on the 
edge of the town. 


Stone 

thrower 

spared 

prison 

A YOUNG man who 
caused havoc on the 
A14 by throwing 
stones at passing 
vehicles has been 
spared prison. 

Edmund Aoko, 25, 
brought traffic to a 
standstill by hurling 
stones at vehicles on 
the dual carriageway 
near Swaffham Bul- 
beck, Cambridge 
Crown Court heard. 

Several of the 
missiles shattered 
car windscreens and 
windows, forcing 
drivers to pull off the 
road on October 18. 

Several motorists 
were injured by 
broken glass in the 
terrifying incident, in 
which 31 vehicles 
were hit by stones. 

Aoko pleaded 
guilty in court to 
criminal damage. 

However, Recorder 
Patricia Lynch dec¬ 
ided to impose a 12- 
month community 
order after hearing 
Aoko, of Kempston, 
near Bedford, was 
suffering from an 
“acute psychotic 
episode”. 

She said a prison 
sentence was not 
appropriate because 
his mental state was 
clouded and he was 
not aware of what he 
was doing. She add¬ 
ed that public safety 
was utmost in her 
mind as the com¬ 
munity order would 
guarantee that Aoko 
was continuing his 
treatment for his 
mental illness.

Cheveley 

AN extraordinary 
meeting of Cheveley 
Parish Council was held 
to consider a planning 
application for the 
construction of five 
houses between 177 
and 191 High Street, 
Cheveley. 

Before the start of the 
meeting, a period of 15 
minutes was allowed for 
members of the public 
to view the proposed 
plans. 

During the public open 
forum, a number of 
concerns were raised by 
the residents present. 
These included: security 


problems that they felt 
may arise in respect of 
191 to 199 High Street 
following the creation of 
an access drive to the 
rear of those properties; 
the removal of 
seemingly healthy trees 
that were not included in 
the development area; 
and the design of the 
houses on the High 
Street frontage which 
they believed would be 
unsympathetic to the 
street scene in the 
immediate vicinity. 

The parish council 
ultimately resolved to 
object to the application 
by a majority of six votes 
to two citing the grounds 


that: part of the 
development would be 
outside the building 
envelope; it represented 
back land development; 
lack of any mix of 
housing which does not 
support the 
sustainability of the 
community; the design 
is incompatible with the 
conservation area and 
disharmonious with the 
street scene; trees 
outside the site were to 
be felled; the proposal 
includes unnecessary 
vehicular access to the 
rear of existing 
properties; lack of 
incorporation of energy 
and water efficiency 


measures; security and 
access concerns 
regarding rear gates on 
to the public right of 
way. 

■ A meeting of Cheveley 
Parish Council was held 
in the Community Room 
of Cheveley School. 

As there had been no 
further response from 
David Wilson Homes 
regarding the positioning 
of a dog waste bin in the 
Duchess Park 
development, it was 
decided that the bin that 
had been designated for 
this area would now be 
reallocated to Oak Lane, 
Cheveley. 

The clerk reported that 


the planning application 
for the land between 
177 and 191 High Street 
had been referred to the 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council Planning 
Committee for 
consideration at their 
meeting on October 7. 
Cedric Burton hoped 
that he would be able to 
represent the parish 
council at this meeting. 
The work on the 
footpath and water 
system at the cemetery 
was now complete. 
There would be an 
official opening 
ceremony, when a 
convenient date could 
be arranged to which all 


the generous donors 
would be invited. 
Payments to qualifying 
parishioners under the 
Town land Charity would 
once again be made at 
Christmas and notices 
for applications would 
be posted on the notice 
boards in October with 
an earlier closing date 
than in previous years. 
However, it was decided 
that the scheme should 
be reviewed for future 
years. 

The next meeting of the 
parish council will be on 
Tuesday October 13, in 
the Community Room at 
Cheveley Primary 
School at 7.30pm.

Man in fight for 
car compensation 


HIGHWAY bosses 
refused to com¬ 
pensate a motorist 
whose car had to 
have repairs cost¬ 
ing more than 
£800 after it struck 
a pothole. 

The rear nearside 
wheel of John Allan’s 
BMW 520 was wrecked 
after the impact on Six 
Mile Bottom Road near 
West Wratting, and 
both nearside tyres 
were punctured. 

The 51-year-old sales 
representative is now 
considering legal 
action in a bid to get 
his £821 bill paid. 

Cambridgeshire 
County Council insists 
it did everything 
reasonable to prevent 
the defect, even though 
the road had not been 
inspected for 11 
months. 

The last inspection 
before the accident, 
which happened on 
May 17, was on June 25 
the previous year. 

Father-of-two Mr 
Allan, who lives in West 
Wickham Road, Bal- 
sham, said: “I’m not 
surprised if the pothole 
wasn’t there at the last 
inspection if it was 11 
months ago. 

“I’m not blaming the 
council for the pothole, 
I’m just saying that 
once a year isn’t the 
proactive service we 
are told we are getting. 

“If a car is knackered 
by a pothole, they 
should pay up.” 

Earlier this month it 
was revealed how 
planning consultant 
James Quinlan had

taken the council to 
court over its refusal to 
compensate him for 
his £802 repair bill - 
and won. 

Mr Quinlan critic¬ 
ised highways chiefs 
for inflating the bill to 
taxpayers by contesting 
the claim after the 
pothole strike near his 
home in Thriplow last 
November. 

Mr Allan was told his 
car was not safe to 
drive after he went over 
the pothole, which he 
described as being a 
yard long. 

It was not present at 
the inspection 11 
months previously but 
was repaired the day 
after Mr Allan reported 
it. 

He added: “I will 
probably go down the 
legal route because 
having seen what other 
people have achieved, I 
am prepared to do it.” 

Cllr Mac McGuire, 
the council’s highways 
boss, said the law 
recognised repair 
teams “cannot be 
everywhere”. 

He said: “We do 
make regular inspect¬ 
ions required to fulfil 
our duties under the 
Highways Act. 

However, within the 
budget given to us by 
the Government, we 
are not able to inspect 
routes any more 
frequently than we do. 

“We have pothole 
teams operating 
around the county 
repairing defects.” 



Killer mum to pay £27,500 costs 


KILLER mum Rekha Kumari- 
Baker has been ordered to pay 
£27,500 towards the cost of 
her trial. 

The cash will come from the 
sale of the house in Stretham, 
where she killed her 
daughters Davina, 16, and 
Jasmine, 13, in June 2007. 

The 41-year-old - who was 
convicted of murder last week 
and jailed for a minimum of 
33 years - is now effectively 
penniless. 

Prosecutor John Larmer 
told Cambridge Crown Court 
last Lriday that Kumari-Baker 
had been awarded the 
property at The Crofters in her 
divorce from David Baker, the 
girls’ father, on the 
understanding she would care 
for the children. 


It was sold at auction after 
Kumari-Baker’s arrest. Mr 
Larmer asked for costs 
totalling £47,359, but the 
court heard she only has 
remaining assets of just over 
£30,000. 

Mr Larmer added: “It is the 
policy of the Crown 
Prosecution Service to apply 
for costs in every case where 
the defendant has assets. 

“The peculiarity of this case 
is that, for a person convicted 
of murder, she has assets - 
and no dependants.” 

He added: “A few thousand 
has gone since she was 
arrested. Whether it is being 
held by a family member or 
has been spent, we don’t 
know.” 

Judy Khan, for Kumari- 


Baker, asked the judge, Mr 
Justice Bean, not to impose a 
costs order. 

She said Kumari-Baker had 
the right to plead not guilty 
and be tried by a jury, but the 
imposition of costs was “an 
additional form of 
punishment”. 

Miss Khan said Kumari- 
Baker had been told she 
would be segregated from 
other prisoners, “in all 
likelihood for the remainder 
of her time in custody” and so 
would have no opportunity to 
earn money. 

None of Kumari-Baker’s 
relatives were prepared to 
support her, the court heard. 

Mr Parmer said Mr Baker 
was opposed to his ex-wife 
being allowed to keep any 


cash from the house sale - 
adding this might affect his 
decision not to launch civil 
proceedings. 

Mr Parmer said: “He would 
regard it as distasteful and 
would reconsider his 
position.” 

Mr Justice Bean ordered 
Kumari-Baker, who was not 
present for the hearing, to pay 
£27,500. 

The remainder of her assets 
will be held by her solicitors to 
manage her affairs. 

Speaking afterwards, 
prosecuting lawyer Emma 
Dmitriev said: “We are very 
pleased with the outcome of 
the hearing, which goes some 
way to reimbursing the costs 
to the taxpayer.” 


Racial 

tension 

causes 

worry 

A RISE in racial 
incidents in New¬ 
market town centre 
has been causing 
concern to the pol¬ 
ice. 

Pour racially- 
aggravated crimes 
have been reported 
in the town in a 10- 
day period. 

The incidents are 
believed to involved 
Asian workers em¬ 
ployed in the town’s 
horse-racing indus¬ 
try. 

In the most re¬ 
cent incident, a 23- 
year-old man from 
the town was 
arrested on sus¬ 
picion of affray, 
assault and poss¬ 
ession of an offen¬ 
sive weapon follow¬ 
ing a disturbance in 
Sun Lane, New¬ 
market, late on 
Saturday night. 

He has been re¬ 
leased on bail to 
return to Bury St 
Edmunds police 
station on Novem¬ 
ber 2. 

A man charged 
with a racially 
aggravated public 
order offence 
appeared in court 
on Tuesday 

Simon Hughes, 
18, from Rowley 
Drive, Newmarket, 
admitted the charge 
when he appeared 
at Bury St Edmunds 
magistrates’ court. 

He was released 
on bail until Oct¬ 
ober 20 after a 
probation officer 
was asked to pre¬ 
pare a pre-sentence 
report on him. 

Five men have 
been arrested foll¬ 
owing clashes in 
August between 
'Indian and Pak¬ 
istani workers. 

Two men have 
been charged with 
assault and have 
been sent for 
Crown court trial. 

A Suffolk police 
spokeswoman said: 
“We are working 
with the various 
communities in 
Newmarket to build 
community coh¬ 
esion, visiting these 
groups to enhance 
our understanding 
of them and any 
issues they may be 
facing. 

“We are also 
talking with our 
partners to address 
those concerns 
which have been 
raised. 

“Any form of 
racism is unaccept¬ 
able and will not be 
tolerated.” 
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Final decision to be made 
on wine warehouse plans 


CONTROVERSIAL plans 
to build a retail wine 
warehouse at a busy road 
junction are set to be 
approved by councillors. 

Majestic Wine’s application 
for a new store at Newmarket’s 
Clocktower junction was 
supported by a majority of 
councillors at Forest Heath 
District Council’s planning 
committee. 

But council planners and 
regional design experts have 
opposed the proposals. 

Now the scheme is to be 
reconsidered at next month’s 
planning committee meeting 
when councillors are expected 
to make their final decision. 

The plans have been under

discussion for a year and a 
previous proposal for a taller 
building was rejected as being 
“inappropriate” in the town’s 
conservation area and in its 
effect on views of the historic 
Clocktower. 

The latest proposals for a 
smaller building have the 
support of the Save Historic 
Newmarket Action Group 
(SHNAG) and the town council. 

Representatives of the action 
group have been particularly 
critical of planners who they 
have accused of trying to 
influence the design of the 
building. 


District council planning 
officers called in Inspire East, a 
body backed by the East of 
England Development Agency, 
to give advice about how the 
new building should look. 

Inspire East said, in a report 
to councillors, that its design 
panel agreed that the original 
proposals should have been 
rejected. 

But it also said the new 
proposal required further work. 

“The revised design remains 
a poor response to the site and 
its context.” 

The council’s historic build¬ 
ings advisor also opposed the 
new plan. 

He said: “Far from being a 
development of the earlier 
proposal, this scheme repre¬ 


sents a backward step. 

“The aim seems to be simply 
to meet the requirements of the 
objector (SHNAG) and then 
seek to justify the result.” 

Majestic has turned down 
further talks about the design 
and has insisted that a decision 
is reached on the current 
application. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, a member 
of the planning committee and 
former mayor of Newmarket, 
said: “I felt the latest proposals 
were better than the one we 
turned down before, but there 
are still significant background 
concerns. 

“It’s a very important site and 
I, for one, don’t want to rush a 
decision.” 


Man in fight found to have drugs in pocket 


A FATHER-OF-FOUR who was found with 
cocaine and ecstasy stashed in his pocket 
appeared before court last week. 

Danny Lyons, 45, was caught with the 
class-A drugs while enjoying a day out with 
friends at Newmarket Races. 

Police discovered the wraps of white 
powder on him after he became involved in 
a fight at the racecourse. 

Yetunde Fawehinmi, prosecuting, said: 


“Mr Lyons was at the racecourse on July 9. 
On duty officers saw a fight erupt and this 
led to him coming to the attention of the 
police as he got involved with the fight. 

“Inside his trouser pocket were two wraps 
of drugs. Tests showed there were 164mg of 
cocaine and 45mg of ecstasy in the wraps.” 

Lyons, of Valley Hill, Loughton, Essex, 
pleaded guilty at Ely Magistrates’ Court to 
two charges of possessing a class-A drug. 


But Perminder Bassi, representing Lyons, 
said an individual from his group passed 
the drugs to him for him to look after. 

“Stupidly and naively, he put them in his 
pocket and was caught with them. He does 
not do drugs and drugs tests carried out by 
police came back negative. 

Lyons, who is a roofer by trade, was fined 
£300 in total and ordered to pay £105 court 
costs, as well as £15 victim surcharge.

Inquiry to hear of 
new route for A11 


AN ALTERNATIVE 
route has been sug¬ 
gested for a major 
road improvement. 

One of the major 
concerns about the plans 
for upgrading the All, 
between Barton Mills and 
Thetford, is the fact that 
the existing Fiveways 
roundabout will remain.

to consider the plans to 
make the existing single¬ 
carriageway stretch of 
road into a dual carriage¬ 
way. 

Mr Sturgeon said his 
proposal, which will 
involve putting the road 
in a cutting, would avoid 
the roundabout alto¬ 
gether and would also 
remove the problems at 
the Tuddenham road 
junction with the All. “I 
take it as a commonsense 
approach,” he said. 

Mr Sturgeon has exp¬ 
lained his proposal to 
parish councillors. 

At the same time an 
underpass for pedest¬ 


rians, cyclists and horse 
riders has been incorp¬ 
orated into the scheme. 

The issue was raised by 
groups needing to cross 
the road. Now an under¬ 
pass, near the Elveden 
war memorial, has been 
included by the Highways 
Agency for comment. 

Other issues raised 
include worries about the 
habitat of the rare Stone 
Curlew which breeds on 
heath land alongside the 
road. 

The revised cost esti¬ 
mated for building the 
nine-mile section of dual 
carriageway is £147 
million. 

The scheme has been 
brought forward by the 
Department for Transport 
so that work can start in 


late 2010, subject to a 
satisfactory outcome of 
the statutory processes. 
This includes the public 
inquiry in November. 

A pre-inquiry meeting 
for the scheme was held 
on Tuesday at the Carn- 
eigie Room in Thetford. 

The meeting was to set 
the format and time-scale 
for the inquiry in Nov¬ 
ember. 

Anyone who would like 
to comment on the prop¬ 
osals may do so up to 
November 5. Comments 
should be sent to the All 
Fiveways to Thetford 
Improvement Scheme, 
Highways Agency, Wood¬ 
lands, Manton Lane, 
Bedford, MK417LW. 


SHOPS, offices and homes were hit 
by a power cut last Friday after¬ 
noon.

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Car company crash launched 
new life on board a river boat

S ITTING in the 
middle of the 
floor, on the 
patch of bare carpet 
where her bed used 
to be, Marie Browne 
burst into tears. 
Clutching a pair of 
bin bags full of 
beautiful shoes - 
including her 
beloved fimmy 
Choos - she realised 
that her life, at least 
as she knew it, was 
well and truly over. 

“That was the last 
straw/’ admits the mum- 
of-three. “We were losing 
everything: our house, 
our cars, our whole way of 
life. And now my husband 
was going to put my 
Jimmy Choos on a skip! 

“I remember seeing 
him coming down the 
stairs with die bin bags 
and spotting some high 
heels sticking out. I have a 
thing about shoes; it just 
seemed so appalling. So I 
took them off him, went 
upstairs, sat on my 
invisible bed and burst 
into tears...” 

When MG Rover went 
bust, back in 2005, Marie 
and her family were left 
on the brink of 
bankruptcy. She and 
Geoff, her husband, ran 
an IT support service for 
the car manufacturer;

when the company 
collapsed, it took their 
livelihood with it - and 
landed them with 
thousands of pounds 
worth of debts. 

“There was no money 
coming in and no 
prospect of money 
coming in,” remembers 
Marie. “That’s an evil 
feeling.” 

Forced to sell almost 
everything they owned, 
the Brownes started 
looking for somewhere 
cheap to live. What they 
found was Happy Go 
Lucky, a dilapidated 
houseboat. 

Marie has just written a 
memoir about the 
family’s experience; called 
Narrow Margins, it’s 
already winning rave 
reviews (author Melanie 
Whitehouse called it 
“brave, funny and 
inspirational”). 

“Everything that could 
go wrong did go wrong,” 
laughs Marie. “But if you 
don’t have any disasters, 
you don’t learn to 
appreciate all the good 
things in life, do you?” 

Before the demise of 
Rover, Marie’s family was 
living a pretty idyllic life. 
Thanks to the success of 
their IT company, the 
Brownes owned a 
stunning thatched 


cottage which, dating 
from the 14th century, 
had four bedrooms and a 
vast garden. 

“We had staff so we 
didn’t even have to go into 
Rover any more,” explains 
Marie. “I’d had two years 
at home with the kids, 


just working part-time in 
a friend’s New Age shop. 
We had the house, two 
new cars, a couple of 
foreign holidays every 
year... It was what a lot 
of people would consider 
a lovely lifestyle.” 

When the letter arrived 


- announcing the end of 
MG Rover - Marie says it 
was “sickening”. “We were 
due to get a cheque that 
morning; we were paid 
every three months,” she 
explains. “I couldn’t take it 
in: Geoff had to keep 
saying, over and over, ‘No, 


it’s not a mistake. That’s it 
- they’re gone’. 

“The first few hours 
after we opened the letter 
are just a complete blank. 
And then I suddenly got 
this feeling like a cold 
hand around my heart. 

“Our overdraft was up 


to its limit; we couldn’t 
even pay the staff. And 
there was no prospect of 
redemption.” 

It was, continues Marie, 
about two weeks before 
she and Geoff could even 
contemplate a plan of 
action. They had gone 
from earning up to £600 a 
day to earning nothing. 
Their overdraft was at its 
limit and they had a 
mortgage of £250,000. 

The Government had, 
Marie adds, put some 
rescue schemes in place 
to help businesses 
affected by Rover’s 
collapse. But, being a 
service provider, the 
Brownes’ company wasn’t 
eligible. 

“I was worried about all 
kinds of things, silly 
things,” remembers 
Marie. “I was worried 
about things like my 
daughter’s clarinet 
lessons and what the 
neighbours would think.” 

The Brownes had two 
options: declare 
themselves bankrupt or 
sell everything they could 
and see what was left. 
Deciding to go with the 
latter option, Marie says it 
gave her plenty of 
sleepless nights. 

“Things were just going 
round and round in my 
head,” she explains. “One 
night I gave in, got up and 
turned on the computer - 
and found an email from 
some friends who live on

a narrow boat. That was 
my ‘Eureka!’ moment.” 

Persuading her 
husband and kids to 
relocate to the river was, 
adds Marie, a tough sell. 
“Never mind the fact none 
of us had been on a boat 
before, to me it seemed 
like our get-out-of-j ail- 
free card,” she says. “For 
the first time there was a 
chink of light at the end of 
the tunnel. It could have 
been an oncoming train, 
of course...” 

So the search for a boat 
began. It wasn’t easy: 
boats with all mod-cons 
were out of their price 
range; cheap boats were 
uninhabitable. With three 
kids-Amelia, 18, Charlie, 
11, and 5-year-old Sam - 
space was an issue too. 

And then Marie found 
Happy. “I ruled her out to 
start with because she was 
a strange shape and, erm, 
very unloved,” she admits, 
with a laugh. “I’ll never 
forget going to see her for 
the first time. Sam and 
Geoff were so excited but I 
couldn’t get past the 
kitchen. 

“It was covered in 1970s 
lino, the cupboards were 
hanging off and the whole 
place was covered in a 
thick layer of grease and 
dust. I made it into the 
dining room, sat down on 
the sofa and a huge cloud 
of dust exploded around 
me. And then the curtains 
fell off the wall. 

“It was like a floating 
coffin with a cholera farm 
on board. But what could I 
say? It had been my idea.” 

Selling off their home, 
cars and most of their 
possessions, the Brownes 
bought Happy for £32,000. 
That left them just enough 
savings to live on for a few 
months while they sorted 
themselves out. 

Unconvinced about the 
merits of boat life, Marie’s 
eldest, Amelia, opted to 
move in with friends. Her 
younger daughter, 

Charlie, was living with 
her father. So that just left 
Marie, Geoff, their little 
son, Sam, and Herbert, 
their old and toothless 
terrier, to move onto 
Happy. 

Deciding to move the 


boat from Rugby to 
Cambridge, the family 
spent three weeks 
travelling. In that time 
they had several crashes; 
at one point the boat 
spent four hours wedged 
broadside across the river. 
Marie was chased by 
wasps. And Geoff almost 
drowned. 

“Every time I phoned 
my mum we’d had 
another disaster,” laughs 
Marie. “She said I should 
write a book and that’s 
how it started really. I kept 
a diary while we were 
travelling and I found it 
quite cathartic, writing 
about how I felt.” 

The book is, she adds, 
far from a ‘misery 
memoir’: like its author, 
Narrow Margins is full of 
fun. 

Marie says she can 
clearly remember the 
moment when she started 
to warm to her new life; 
up until that point, she 
freely admits hating every 
second. 

“I was with my best 
friend one night and we 
got very, very drunk,” 
recounts Marie. “I was 
wallowing in self-pity 
about the yukkiness of it 
all and she said ‘What are 
you doing tomorrow? I’m 
at work. My partner’s at 
work. Most of the country 
will be at work. The sun’s 
shining and you’ve got 
nowhere to be and 
nobody to answer to. 
What’s your problem?’ I 
said ‘Well, it’s... er... 
yeah... Actually, this is 
really good!” 

With the aid of “a few 
boxes of Dettox”, a great 
deal of elbow grease and 
some help from their new 
neighbours on the Cam, 
Marie and Geoff started to 
transform Happy Go 
Lucky from a filthy former 
floating hotel to a clean 
and cosy family home. 

As well as doing a lot of 
building work, they had to 
master the onboard 
sanitation system - which 
involved moving a vast 
steel pump-out tank, 
weighing a third of a ton. 
That’s where their 
neighbours came in; even 
complete strangers 
offered to help. “Live- 


aboards are a totally 
different breed,” adds 
Marie. “They’re 
wonderful.” 

Charlie moved in and 
all was well, even if money 
was tight. “For a couple of 
weeks we had £120 to live 
on,” Marie admits. “It’s 
almost impossible to feed 
a family of four on that.” 

Although Geoff had 
been job-hunting, he’d 
had no luck. Over 40, 
Marie says he was deemed 
“too old” by the IT 
industry. 

Geoff wanted to retrain 
as an electrician, but the 
training alone cost 
thousands. So he and 
Marie decided to sell 
Happy on at a profit - and 
move into a rented house. 

“I was more heart¬ 
broken to leave her than I 
was to move onto her in 
the first place,” says Marie. 
“I especially loved the 
bathroom: there’s 
something very decadent 
about lying in a hot bath 
with half a bottle of red 
wine and a box of 
chocolates while travelling 
up the river.” 

Moving back on to terra 
firma was, adds Marie, a 
wrench for the whole 
family. “I was beside 
myself,” she says. “I spent 
days watching TV with the 
curtains closed...” 

After a family summit, 
which resulted in an 
unanimous vote to buy 
another boat, they found 
Min: moored in Happy’s 
old spot, on the river in 
Stretham, she is “an even 
bigger wreck than Happy - 
but at least we know what 
we’re doing this time”. 

With Narrow Margins 
on bookshelves across the 
country and two more 
memoirs on the way (one 
a sequel, the other 
inspired by the New Age 
shop where she worked 
part-time), Marie says she 
is happier now than ever. 

“I don’t think you can 
go through something like 
this without it changing 
you,” concludes Marie.

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Man fined after knocking out 
opponent In darts final row 


A DARTS final night ended in 
a brawl with a player who 
was a trained doorman 
knocking out another con¬ 
testant. 

Shaun Wright, 41, appeared at 
Bury St Edmunds Magistrates’ 
Court, where he admitted a 
charge of assault by beating in 
relation to the attack on Colin 
Wilkinson at Newmarket Working 
Men’s Club in April. 

Magistrates ordered him to pay 
more than £700 in fines, costs and 
compensation, including £455 to 
the victim, who spent a week in 
hospital. 

Rosalind Clark, prosecuting, 
said an argument after the darts 
match finished about some teams 
not receiving cups had escalated 
into a wider fracas, with a lot of 
pushing and shoving going on. 

Witness Barbara Lee said she 
had seen around eight people 
fighting and saw the victim 
standing on the stage when 
Wright punched him around the 
temple, causing him to fall off the 
stage. 

Mr Wilkinson was knocked out 
and was still unconscious when 
an ambulance arrived to take him 
to hospital. He was kept in 
hospital for a week under obser¬ 
vation, but had suffered only 
minor injuries.

Anthony Thompson, for Wright, 
of Moneypiece Close, Haverhill, 
said his client was of previous 
good character with no previous 
convictions. 

Although he admitted the 
assault, he maintained that he 
had pushed Mr Wilkinson rather 
than punch him. He had done so 
because he believed his wife, also 
trained as a doorman, was about 
to be attacked. 

Mr Thompson said: “He used 
his training as a doorman to try 
and diffuse the situation. He was 
not an aggressor, he was trying to 
pacify the situation and calm 
things down. 

“He saw as he was trying to 
restrain someone that someone 
was ‘having a go’ at his wife. 
Although there was an element of 
self defence, he accepts that he 
went beyond what was reasonable 
in the situation and pushed him 
too hard.” 

Magistrates fined Wright, who 
now works as a lorry driver, £175, 
plus £90 costs. 

Bryan Harvey, chairman of the 
bench, told Wright: “As a trained 
doorman, you must be aware 
than a man of your size could 
have caused substantially more 
damage.”

As well as the competitors, there 
will be heavy horse shows, trade 
stands, machinery demonstrations 
and craft stalls. 

Ken Chappell, executive director 
of the Society of Ploughmen, said: 
“This really is a world-class event 
and it will be a fantastic family day 
out. 

“It is very difficult to get the 
message across of what a great 




day out it can be - children have a 
unique opportunity to compare 
farming throughout the ages with 
heavy horses, steam engines, 
vintage tractors and the modern 
day equipment. 

“Some of the older generation 
can remember these working the 
field, and everyone can enjoy the 
crafts and the huge variety of trade 
stands and stalls.”

Nights draw in, but 
thieves come out 


A s the nights start to 
ZA draw in, it’s time to 
1 \put away your patio 
furniture and other garden 
valuables - or at least make 
sure they're secure during 
the autumn and winter 
months. 

Insurers are advising people to 
make sure their garden sheds are 
locked and encouraging them to 
install solid gates and outdoor 
security lights. 

“Gardens are often perceived as 
the home’s largest ‘room’ and easy 
targets for would-be thieves that 
can sometimes be overlooked 
when taking out home and 
contents insurance,” says 
Margaret Slater, marketing 
manager at Congregational & 
General. 

“We want to highlight the 
importance of checking cover, as 
many policies limit cover for 
contents in the open or contained 
in out-buildings. 

“For example, some objects like 
the latest ‘must have’ expensive 
tropical plants, or even Yorkshire 
stone paving, can be enticing to 
unwanted visitors and may not be 
included in some policies.”

expensive shrubs and trees,” he 
says. 

“Now’s the time people are 
buying expensive plants to plant 
in their garden, and they are the 
easiest things to lift.” 

Sheds are regularly being raided 
for their contents, which can be 
lucrative for thieves if you’re 
storing bikes worth £1,000-plus. 

“People are putting them in 
sheds which don’t have proper 
locks on, and are then surprised 
when things go missing,” says 
Seddon. “People housing 
expensive bikes should be asking 
the question: ‘Am I happy housing 
a £1,000 bike in a £200 shed?”’ 

No item is too big for thieves to 
snatch, he warns. Sit-on 
lawnmowers, large-scale garden 
furniture, huge barbecues and 
hefty garden ornaments have all 
been stolen. Thieves have even 
been known to roll up newly- 
turfed lawns and take them away 
to be sold on. 

Seddon’s website, www.gardien. 
co.uk, sells devices such as 
rootball anchors, which claim to 
protect plants against being 
stolen, as well as heavy-duty shed 


locks, furniture anchors, metal 
sheds and security lights. 

It also has a customised 
spreadsheet where you can make 
an inventory of the items you have 
and their value to find out how 
much your garden contents are 
actually worth. 

Most people find that they are 
vastly underinsured, says Seddon. 

“You may have to insure 
individual items. Discuss it with 
your insurance company. It may 
mean a small increase in your 
premium, but it’s worth it.” 

Make sure you check your 
insurance policy and read the 
small print. 

Different policies have different 
exclusions and limits. Some 
insurers include garden cover as 
standard, others offer it as an 
additional extra. Exclusions might 
include plants in pots, which 
could mean your prize Japanese 
maple. 

Here are some measures you 
can take to reduce the risk of your 
garden items being stolen: 

■ Plant some prickly hedges such 
as pyracantha, holly or hawthorn 
to deter thieves and add sturdy 
trellis to fence panels to make 
fences more difficult to climb over, 

■ Install a low-cost gravel 
driveway or path so that you can 
hear visitors approaching, take 
pictures of valuable items in case 
they are stolen, and write your 
postcode on items such as 
barbecues with an ultra-violet pen 
so they can be tracked, 

■ Get a decent lock for your 
garage or shed, buy some cheap 
blinds so opportunists can’t see 
what’s inside and invest in 
motion-sensitive security lights. 

■ If you have a gate to your 
garden, fix a good lock and keep it 
locked, making it as hard as 
possible for intruders to enter, and 

■ Encourage your neighbours to 
check around your property and 
keep an ear out for any unusual or 
unexpected noise from your home 
or garden when you are away. 

“Take a walk around your 
garden and think like a thief,” says 
Seddon. “Look at what’s valuable, 
what’s lying around, and don’t fall 
into the trap of thinking it’s too 
heavy to steal. Thieves walk away 
with tons of equipment. List what 
you’ve got and what it would cost 
to replace.” 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Chinese Lantern 

This spreading, rhizomatous, 
herbaceous perennial has 
insignificant creamy bell-shaped 
flowers in midsummer before 
inflated, papery 5cm lanterns 
emerge which turn from green to 
beige and then orange-red in 
autumn. 

They are great for including in 
flower arrangements, and should 
be cut and then dried for winter 
decorations. Plants grow to about 
60-75cm tall and 90cm across, but 
spread by suckers and need to be 
kept in check if you don’t have 
much room. 

They prefer full sun in any well- 
drained soil, although they will 
tolerate light shade.

After years of soaring 
prices from franchised 
dealers, the latest Warranty 
Direct labour rates survey 
shows that the average rate 
charged for an hour of a 
mechanic’s time has fallen 
by 4.8 per cent to £90.16 an 
hour in the last 12 months.

cheaper independent 
workshops have recorded a 
marginal increase of 0.8 per 
cent, taking their average to 
£56.10. 

Analysis of more than 
5,000 garage charges 
nationwide suggests 
franchised dealers have to 
compete more on price 
than before, pushing 
averages down for the first 
time since Warranty Direct 
began investigating labour 
rates in 2004. 

The UK’s garage labour 
rate average, a combination 
of franchised and 
independent garages, now 
stands at £75.85 an hour. 

However, rates vary 
greatly across the country, 
with the average in Greater 
London standing at £94.44 
per hour - 54 per cent 
higher than Cornwall, 


where the figure is just 
£61.15. 

“The unsustainable 
increase in franchised 
dealer rates has hit the 
buffers,” says Warranty 
Direct’s Duncan McClure 
Fisher. “It’s like house prices 
- the way some workshops 
were increasing their 
charges year after year 
couldn’t continue. Even so, 
you could still be charged as 
much as £190 an hour if 
you’re not careful. Motorists 
should shop around for the 
best rate - there’s no need 
to be stung this badly.” 

After labour rates peaked 
at £198.86 per hour in 2008, 
the highest now stands at 
£190.35.
